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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Amendment filed on May 17, 2004. 

2. The reply filed on May 17, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): independent claim 8. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Therefore the previous rejection of claims 8-14 retains. 

3. Claim 2 has been canceled. 

4. Claims 1,15 have been amended. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claim 1-7, 15-20 arer rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hoffman (6,622,017). 

Regarding claims 1, 6-7,15-16, 20, Hoffman discloses over the air programming 
of wireless terminal features, comprising a host system for developing code (see fig, 2, 
element 25, and ist description); a wireless transmitter associated with the host system 
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for transmitting the code (see fig.1, element 13 and its description); a wireless receiver 
associated with the flash memory for receiving the code (see fig.2, fig.3 f elements 5, 53, 
57, col.4, lines 21-27 and its description); and circuitry for programming the received 
code in the flash memory (see fig. 3, elements 5, col.4, lines 21-27 and its description). 

Regarding claims 2-5, and 18-19, Hoffman further discloses wireless receiver 
comprises an RF/IF receiver (see col.4, lines 16-20). 

Regarding claim 17, group of formats PCI, RS232, IEEE 1394, USB, and 12 bus 
protocol is well known in the art using for communicating data with the peripheral device.
